The fertility .of Canadian 
waters Is Indicated by the fact that 
the entire catch of salmon, lobster, 
herring, mackerel and sardines, nearly 
all the haddock, and much of the cod, 
bake nnil pollack, are taken within 10 
or 12 miles of shore."
